noise was general throughout the whole 
evening, so that it was impossible that one 
word could be bead on the stage: vanous 
articles (rotten apples, Oranges, ke, snd a 
small bag of sand, curiously labelled,) llin 
profusion as often as the mimic king made his 
appearance: one of them very unfortunately 
stiuck Mrs. Hilson, who personated Lady Ann; 
she was immediately handed off the stage by 
her hushand, and it was some tme before she 
vgain appeared. Awhile Before the curtain 
fi tl, the disorder increase, and Kean came 
forward and attempted to be heard in apalygr 
tor his former conduct, his voice was, howevet, 
stifled amidst hisses and eres of “off, ofl? 
trom his enemies, and oud cheers and otler 
encouragement tron his frieads, The nex 
day Kean issne La card, ant made avery hum- 
ble acknewl dyment m extenuation of his 
tuult-, and Uhrew bimoself entirely on the pro- 
tection of the American public. This has per 
tially qae tthe indignant feeling with which 
he Was at first lecewed. On bis second ap- 
pearance on Wedneslay evening, it is suid vy 
those who were present, he acquitted alma- 
self in the charseter of Othello with great 
ment.

rss 4 cnemenced in Kee ema 
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
